Sunday, 
August 8, was executed at 11 o’clock 
this morning, according to the sen- 
tence of the court-martial imposed 
upon him Monday last, after trial on 
,the previous Sunday, which sentence 
was confirmed by the Supreme Council 
of War yesterday. MN 

Angiolillo heard calmly the news that 
he was to be executed today, but ap- 
pears to be surprised at and bitterly 
complained of the frequent visits of 
the priest, declaring he would obtain 
nothing from him. He declined to enter 
the chapel, saying he was comfortable 
enough in his cell. An executioner 
from Bourges performed the garrot- 
ing, just prior to which the priest ex- 
horted the anarchist to repent, to 
which Angiolillo responded: “Since 
you cannot get me out of prison, leave 


me in peace. I, myself, will settle 
with God.”

It is believed that the anarchist 
who has marked President Diaz for 
his victim belongs to the band whose 
bloody aim is to assassinate all the 
rulers of the great nations, and that 
his coming to America is in pursuance 
of a general plan. 

BEFORE THE EXECUTION. 

NEW YORK, Aug. 20.—A_ dispatch 
to the World from San Sebastian says: 

“As the moment of his doom ap- 
proaches, the assassin Golli, or An- 
giolillo, listens tothe exhortations of 
the priests and friars with his singular 
sardonic smile, now and then shakng 
off his mask of atheistic incredulity to 
tell the priests: ‘Ah, I heard that in 
the parish school. That is what our 
priests in Naples said.’ He hardens 
the expression of his face, and glares 
through his eyelashes whenever they 
speak of his mother, father or brothers 
imploring him to repent... He listens 
eagerly to every sound, and stops short 
in conversation or in his slow pacing 
across his cell if he hears anything 
unusual, asking ‘What is that?’ 

“Especially in the morning is his 
anxiety very visible, for he knows 
enough of the ways of Spanish justice 
to fear that some morning he will be 
bidden to prepare fo® the executioner 
and for the donning of the habit and 
the cross on the back which is the 
dying criminal’s garb for the twenty- 
four hours before he goes to the scaf- 
fold.

‘EUROPE’S NEUTRALITY. 


The Delicate Subject Gen. Woodford 
Has to Handle. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 

LONDON, Aug. 20.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] The Daily Graphie publishes the | 
following from Berlin: 

“Gen. Stewart Woodford, the newly- 
appointed Minister to Spain from the 
United States, has been instructed by 
President McKinley to ascertain the 
limit of neutrality of the European 
powers in the event that the’ United 
States should decide upon an offensive 
policy toward Spain, and he has been 
in communication with the. various 
American ambassadors on the subject. 

“Col. John Hay, the Ambassador to 
Great Britain, has received no en- 
couragement from Lord Salisbury; M, , 
Hanotaux, the French Foreign Min- 
ister has refused to discuss the matter 
with Horace Porter, the American Am- 
bassador to France, and for some days 
avoided granting an audience to Gen. 
Woodford. 

‘As a last resource, Gen, Woodford 
and Gen. Porter telegraphed for Mr. 
White, who has joined them. Mr. 
White, who is the cleverest American 
diplomat in Europe, knows better than 
any one in President McKinley’s Cab- 
inet the futility of the step now being 
taken. He has avoided even mention- 


ing it to the German government, and

ATTY.-GEN. McKENNA SENDS AL- 
GER AN OPINION, 


It is Unofficially Stated That it Cov- ‘ 


ers Only the Matter of the Sec- 


retary’s Right to Advertise. 
Nothing Likely to Happen at 
Présent.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 20.—[Special 
Dispatch.] Atty.-Gen. McKenna yes- 
terday sent an opinion to Secretary 
Alger giving an interpretation to the 
law appropriating for a harbor. This 
was called for by the Secretary some 
time ago. The Attorney-General de- 
clines ‘to give any information as to the 
nature of the communication, or even 
whether it is official.- It is not re- 


| garded, however, as of great impor- 


tance, as it has been known that Atty.- 
Gen. McKenna’ believed Secretary Al- 
ger had a right to advertise if he so 
desired, and this it is unofficially stated 
is all the opinion covers. | 

The matter of specifications is en- 
tirely with the Secretary, and it is 
predicted by those who are in the best 
possible position to know that Secre- 
tary Alger intends to redeem the prom- 
ise made to Senator Perkins a few 
days before Congress adjourned; that 
is, that if Congress failed to _act he 
would advertise for bids after adjourn- 
ment. .It is stated that he wants to 
set himself right as ‘to that agreement 
and yet to sustain his assertions that 


a harbor as required by the act cannot 
be built within the amount provided. 


To this the specifications. will provide 

fof a harbor of refuge.and commerce 

as interpreted by Secretary Alger. — 
There is no-real information obtaina- 


ble as to just what the opinion of Atty.- 


Gen. McKenna covers,* but the bést 
opinions séem to be that Secretary Al- 
ger will be able to sustain his conten- 
tion, even though he seems to surren- 
der to the demands of California Sen- 
ators. There will probably be nothing 
definite done until Secretary Alger re- 
turns to Washington. 
ANOTHER ACCOUNT. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 20.—[By -Asso- 
ciated Press.] There is no reasonable 
doubt but that Atty.-Gen. -—McKenna 
has prepared a decision as to the’char- 
acter of the harbor to be constructed 
at San Pedro, Cal. The decision has not 
passed through the usual official chan- 
nels, and will probably. be forwarded 
direct to Secretary Alger, now with 
President McKinley. No information 
regarding the nature of the decision 
can be had here. 

“INDEFINITE DELAY.” 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 20.—[Special 
Dispatch.] Atty.-Gen. McKenna’s re- 
port on San Pedro harbor has been 
completed and sent to the War Depart- 
ment. Secretary Alger is absent at 
Lake Champlain. with the President, 
and the details of the report are not 
available. It is, however, the general 
understanding among department ofli- 
cials that the Attorney-Gseneral Goes 
not support the contention of the Sec- 
retary of War, He will hold that the 
Secretary of War has a right to adiver- 
tise for bids in his discretion. 

Atty.-Gen. McKenna declined this 
evening to discuss the report. It is, 
however, believed that under the de- 
cision, the Secretary of War will feel 
himself authorized to proceed to adver- 
tise for bids for the “harbor of refuge 
and commerce.”’ 

But the Secretary of War fuliy cem- 
prehends that there can and will be no 
bids on any such proposition in ihe face 
of the report of the engiheers, which 
has declared that such a project would 
involve the expenditure of a sum vastly 
in excess of the appropriation. There- 
fore it is believed there will he indefi- 
nite delay in the commencement of the 
work, and the matter may come up in 
some new and unfamiliar form at the 
next session of Congress.

MINNEAPOLIS (Minn.,) Aug. 20.— 
Cash wheat sold today at a dollar, the 
first time since the summer of 1890. 
The predictions today -were that fu- 
tures would follow within a few days in 
view of the advance of 6 cents today. 
On the Chamber of Commerce floom 
there was a shout of expectancy from 
the pit as the price approached a dol- 
lar. The market was strong, opening 
3 cents higher than yesterday’s close, 
supported by strong foreign news and 
the bullish’ Northwest reports. 

“The price of cash wheat had just 
Dassed the dollar point, when from 
down the hallway came the sound of 
martial music. There was a rush for 
the door, and the crowd broke into a 
cheer, as up the corridor came C. A. 
Pillsbury at the head of a band of 
music, which was pounding out a dol- 
lar memorial march. Mr. Pillsbury led 
his band through the doorway and 
onto the floor, while hats went up 
ani cheers proclaimed the entire satis- 
faction with which a ‘majority _ re- 
ceived the news of dollar wheat. 
‘The market whirled away, and very 
few attempted to keep up with it. The 
advance was steady from the opening. 
At one time over 6 cents gain from 
yesterday was realized, and September 
Wheat closed in Minneapolis 5% cents 
higher than yesterday, and December 
closed a full 6 cents higher. Septem- 
ber wheat opened 3% cents higher this 
Morning at 88%, dropped to 88 and ad- 
¥anced to 91%, closing at 91%, against 
854% yesterday. December opened at 
88 and closd at against 84 
ysterday. 

KEPT ‘2M JUMPING. 

LOUIS; Aug. 20.—Wheat was 
higher, closing 4 cents for September, 
4% cents higher for December and May 
than yesterday. After the inaugural 
scramble the market quieted down, but 
was nervously sensitive to bearish 
news. The crop advices from the 
Northwest continued to come bullish 
as it possibly could be, the greatest 
strength in wheat here and elsewhere 
($1 being paid for it both in St. Louis 
and Minneapolis) and reports of heavy 
export buying at the seaboard stimu- 
lated bullish operations and kept the 
market on the jump. Late it eased off 
on realizing sales by longs, and some 
selling for short account, but at the 
close was firm. 

SENSATION AT NEW YORK. 

NEW YORK, Aug. 20.—At 1:40 p.m. 
today September wheat in the _ local 
market reached the long-talked-of goal 
of $1 per bushel. Naturally enough the 
incident created a’ trenmendous sensa- 
tion on the floor of the exchange, and

watched by everybody on the floor, un- 
til the big black finger of the record 
dial plumped fairly off the even figure, 
and dollar wheat in New York 
was an accomplished fact. Now that 
the bulls have attained their boast, 
they are as far as ever from be- 
ing satisfied and claim that the 
wave of bull sentiment which has

higher. That dollar wheat is already a 
thing of the past was demonstrated 
on the curb, when clamorous demands 
from high-strung local shorts raised 
the price to $1.00%, or a cent above ad- 
vance from the official close. About 
fifty. thousand bushels of wheat 
changed hands at $1 this afternoon. 
From the very outset the local deal- 
ings were marked by great excite- 
ment. Everybody felt that dollar 
wheat was in the air, and while there 


unloaded jags of wheat on which there 
were good profits, they were invari- 
ably followed by a general tightening 
of values of fresh waves of reckless 
buying. The crowd, being keyed up to 
a high pitch of excitement, eagerly 
swallowed the wildest sort of bull news, 
such as would be ordinarily rejected. 
The English market was up in the air, 
keeping free pace with our advances.

He was one of 
the originators of the $25,000,000 com- 
pany formed by Mr. Cudahy and. others 
to develop the Klondyke territory. 
Talking to a reporter, he said: 
“TI have been in Alaska. There is 
plenty of gold there. It can’t be mined 
in fifty years. Owing to the limited 
facilities for transportation, it is im-— 
possible that more than 5000 of the 
large army that has started for the 
new gold fields can reach there this 
That is a very liberal estimate. 
The divide will be closed in a very few 
weeks, and those who do not succeed 
in crossing it before that time will have 
to turn back to the settlements or run 
the risk of death from cold or starva=- 
tion. 

“Our company owns a fleet of ten 
ships, and we have begun to construct 
five steamboats at Port Get There. We 
also propose to erect buildings in the 
mining region. To do. this. we ~ must 
have wood and labor. Heretofore the 
timber has been cut almost exclusivel 
by Indians, but nearly all of trem 
have gone to the mines, leaving yr 
wood camps almost deserted.

Uncle Sam Cutting into the Trade 
of Europe.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 20.—A_ state- 
ment prepared by the. Treasury De- 
partment shows that for the first. 
time in the history of trade relations 
with Japan, the United States is en- 
titled to be considered ,as a serious 
competitor with Europe.

“I find among some people in our 
country a skecticism, with regard to 
the wisdom and success of all Chris- 
tian effrt in Asia, an unbelief spring- 
ing sometimes out of ignorance’ of 
the real results of Christian missions 
and occasionally from the feeling that 
Christianity has nothing supremely 
important to give to the followers of 
Buddha and. Confucius, and to those 
who, it is supased have been trained 
in the great philosophies of India..

A warning was issued yesterday by 
the Board of Health against typhoid 
fever. Although the disease is not 
epidemic, it was thought advisable to 
acquaint the public with’ the chief 
sources of danger and the rules to be 
observed in cases of sickness. At the 
meeting of the Board of Public Works, 
only routine business was transacted. 

Judge Smith of Department Three 
opened court yesterday to hear the 
evidence of R, M. Loomis of Sierra 
Madre, who applied for the commit- 
ment of his son to'the Whittier re- 
form school. The father being un- 
Willing to pay the boy’s expenses, no 
action was taken: 

Suit was filed against the Pacific 
School of Osteopathy and Infirmary 
by Peter Hanes, who enters the com- 
plaint that he was induced to ‘enter 
the school, paying $300 in advance, 
under false representations. Hanes

PRECAUTIONS TO BE OBSERVED 
AGAINST TYPHOID FEVER. 


Some Common Sources of Danger. 
Meeting of the Board of Public 
Works ~ Pasadena Boulevard 
Matter Again Postponed, 


circular recommending precautions 
While it is not 
feared that an epidemic of , typhoid 
will occur, the disease is so insidious 
that it was deemed advisable to pub- 


lish some information as to the ordi- 


nary precautions that should be ob- 


served for its prevention. 

The greatest source of. danger is 
drinking water which has been con- 
taminated by sewage. Dangerously 
contaminated water may be, and often 
is, clear and colorless, with no bad 
taste. Ice also often conveys the ty- 
phoid bacillus, as it is not killed by 
freezing. Milk may become the ve- 
hicle for the disease. It may also be 
communicated through other foods, by 
defective plumbing, or by infected 
clothing. 

To avoid infection the Board of 
Health makes the following recom- 
mendations: 

“The most scrupulous care should be 
taken to keep the source of drinking 
water pure and to procure supplies 
only from clean sources. Only boiled 
water should be used for drinking pur- 
poses, when you are not sure of the 
source being clean and free from con- 
tamination. When visiting in a dis- 
trict where typhoid fever prevails one 
should drink tea or coffee which has 
been well boiled. The results of our 
investigation made with the object of 
finding the source of infection of the 


isfactorily proved that at least 45 per 
cent. of all cases so reported contracted 
the disease in localities outside of the 
city. When milk is not known to be 
clean and free from infection it should 
be heated to 150 deg. Fahr., thig tem- 
perature being sufficient to cau the 
death of typhoid-fever bacilli, or germs. 

“Foul air must not be permitted to 
enter a house from defective plumbing 
or privy vaults. 

“Anything which deteriorates general 
health tends to render the system liable 
to disease, and in this way filth may 
be considered a promoter, if not a cul- 
ture bed, of typhoid fever. Perfect 
cleanlinéss should be enjoined in the 
house and all its surroundings.” 

In the case of the sick the followi 
precautions are recommended: 

“The sick chamber should be as 
large, airy and pleasant as possible, 
and in a part of the house where quies 
can be obtained for the patient. The 
room should have means of freé ven- 
tilation without producing draught. An 
open fireplace with a lamp burning in 
it is one of the best means of ventila-

tion. Unnecessary articles of furni- 
ture should be removed from the room. 

“When the hands of the nurse or any 
person become soiled with the excre- 
tion, or after handling the clothing of 
a typhoid-fever patient, they should be 
well washed with soap and water and 
with some disinfectant. 

“All glasses, cups or other vessels 
used by the patient should be cleansed 
in boiling water before being used by 
others, and all foods or drinks touched 
and not consumed by the patient should 
be burned. 

“All articles of patients’ clothing 
which are soiled, and all the sheets, 
towels, napkins, etc., used in the room 
should be boiled thoroughly and as 
soon as possible, to destroy all germs 
which may be in them. It would be 
well in all cases of typhoid fever to 
place a piece of rubber cloth or a rub- 
ber blanket under the patient to pro- 
tect the bed from the discharges. | 

“Rags, papers, etc., which have been 
used by the patient should be burned. 

“The discharges from the body should 
be received in a vessel containing a 
quart or more of the following solu- 
tions: Solution I: To one part of Labar- 
raques’ solution (liquor soda chloratae) 
of hypochlorite of soda add five parts 
of soft water; solution II, chloride of 
lime eight ounces, water one gallon. 

“After thoroughly mixing the dis- 
charges With the solution and letting 
the same stand half an hour. or more, 
the contents of the vessel may be 
es into the water closet or privy 
vault.

Macy to Queirolo street, for estimate 
of frontage, and if it shall be found 
sufficient then to present ordinance of 
intention; petition to sidewalk West 
Twenty-ninth street from Sumner to 
Hoover street, to present an ordin- 
ance of intention; petition to erect a 
flight of stairs to the top of the hill 
on West Fourth street between Hope 
and Pear] streets, to present an 
ordinance of intention in case the 
work proves feasible: petition to es- 
tablish the grade of Flower street he- 
‘tween Washington and Twentieth 
Streets, to present ordinance of 
intention; petition to grade and 
fravel ~ -Howard street between 
Macy and Aliso streets; for 
estimate of cost and ordinance of 
intention; petition for sidewalk on 
Orchard avenue between Twenty- 
ninth and Adams streets, for ordinance 
of intention. 

The board recommended that speci- 
fications for a thirty-inch cement pipe 
from Ninth ‘street-to Grand avenue 
be adopted. 

The acceptance of the following bids 
was also recommended: 

Bid of C. L. McCombs to improve 
Fourth street from Grand avenue to 
Hope street at 28% cents per lineal 
foot for curb, and 9% cents per square 
foot for sidewalk.

SON AGAINST FATHER. 


AN UNUSUAL CASE IN THE LOCAL 
COURT. 


R. M. Loomis Wants His Son Sent to 

 Whittier~The Boy to Appear 

Against His Father on a Charge 

of Extreme Cruelty—The Case 
not Yet Set for Trial. 


R. W. Loomis, formerly of Sierra 
Madre, appeared before Judge Smith in 
Department Three yesterday and asked 
that his nine-year-old boy, Edward, be 
sent to the Whittier Reform School on 
the ground that the youth was incor- 
rigible and could not be controlled at 
home. The father stated that the boy 
was in the habit of running away 
from home and remaining several days 
at a time, and that no amount of chas- 
tisement would have any effect upon 
him. Judge Smith stated that he 
would issue a commitment provided 
the father would pay for the boy’s 
keeping, but the elder Loomis pleaded 
inability on the ground that his home 
at Sierra Madre had been destroyed by 
fire a few days ago, and that he was 
left almost entirely without means. 
Judge Smith refused to commit the 
boy, however, at the expense of the 
county, and father and son _ retired 
from the courtroom. 

A case is now pending in the Police 
Court in which the father is made de- 
fendant for alleged cruelty to his son. 
According to the story as told by the 
boy and people residing in the vicinity 
of the Loomis home, the father beat 
the lad most cruelly on several occa- 
sions without apparent provocation. 
After receiving one of these periodical 
thrashings the boy entered complaint 
against his father through sympa- 


thetic friends, and the elder Loomis. 


Was arrested* and brought to the 
County Jail in this city, where he re- 
mained until friends bailed him out 
several hours later. 

The boy is said to be utterly ungov- 
ernable. He has to his credit an at- 
tack upon a school teacher who had 
punished him for some offense. When 
but 7 years old the lad is said to have 
struck the teacher in the forehead with 
a heavy slate, rendering her insensible 
for several hours. 

The date for the father’s trial has 
not yet been set.

Names of Prominent . Physicians 
Used Without Warrant — Bank, 
Represented as Treasurer, Re- 

pudiates the Concern, 


At a late hour yesterday afternoon a 
complaint was filed in the County 


Clerk’s office by Peter Hanes against | 
the Pacific School of Osteopathy and 


Infirmary, charging the company with 
fraud and gross misrepresentation and 
praying for judgment against the com- 
pany in the sum of $686.90. 

The complaint sets forth that during 
the month of June last Hanes was ap- 
proached at Kirksville, Mo., by a man 
giving his name as F. B. Duffey and 
representing himself as the general 
solicitor of the above-named corpora- 
tion. Duffey succeeded in interesting 
Hanes in the idea of taking a course of 
studies at the school, representing the 
Los Angeles institution to be a branch 
of the main school at Kirkville and one 
of the largest in the world. To add 
weight ‘to his claims, Duffey, it is al- 
leged, exhibited a copy of a publication 
issued by the local concern, upon the 
back of which appeared a large half- 
tone illustration of the Phillips Block, 
half of which was said to be occupied 
as studies, operating rodms, lecture 
halls, etc., by the school. Several well- 
Known medical men were represented to 
compose the faculty of the institution, 
among them being Dr. B. W. Scheurer 
of this city. , 

Upon the strength of these glowing 
representations, backed up by a strong 


desire to take a course in osteopathy, . 


Hanes entered into a contract with 
Duffey for a two years’ course, paid 
$300 as a tuition fee and came to Los 
Angeles immediately, accompanied by 
his wife. 3 

Upon his arrival in this city Hanes 
visited the school: and was met with 
much show of pomp and cordiality by 
one Dr. Aubrey C. Moore, who poses ag 
vice-president and manager of the in- 
stitution. Hanes at once inquired for 
the eminent professors named in the 
publication, and 
Scheurer had left the school. Dr. T.. 
K. Smith, the professor and demon- 
strator in dermatalogy and nervous 
diseases, had also taken flight. Hanes 
became suspicious and at once left the

Investigation into the matter reveals 
some startling facts. Moore, who is 
head and front of the whole concern, 
and who, by the way, served less than 
a year in the Kirksville institution as 
a student, represents the organization 
as being a corporation with a capi- 
talization of $100,000, $20,000 of which is 
said to be paid up. The records in the 
office of the Secretary of State do not 
show that such a corporation was ever 
organized or ever existed. The name 
of Dr. B. W. Scheurer appears as pres- 
ident of the concern. Dr. Scheurer’s 
name was used without his knowledge 
and consent. The Citizens’ Bank of 
this city is put down in the pamphlet 
as treasurer. The cashier of the bank 
is unaware of the existence of the 
Pacific School of Osteopathy and In- 
firmary and does not know Dr. Aubrey 
C. Moore. 

A. J. White, the cashier, was seen in 
connection with the matter last night. 

“This is all news to me,” he fre- 
marked. ‘None of the parties named 
has any account with us. As far as 
I know we have never received from 
or paid to any one of them a single 
penny, They have evidently used the 
name of the bank for the purpose of 
gaining standing abroad. This is @ 
popular scheme among all swindlers 
doing business on such lines. 

In the pamphlet in the possession of 
Mr. Hanes the statement appears that 
a contract has been entered into with 
the city of Los Angeles for all the 
unclaimed bodies received at the 
morgue, to be used for dissection and 
class study.

THE IMPROVEMENT IS GENERAL. 

Henry Clews, in his financial review 
for-the week ending August 14, notes 
a great upward movement in the mar- 
ket for securities, and says that the 
stock market appears to have come all 
at once to a solid conviction that the 
recovery predicted in both trade and 
finance is a positive reality, and. not 
the mere hope of sanguine optimists. 
He says, further: 


“The-whole commercial and financial 
drift of the country is moving parallel 
with the recovery in the investment 
markets. The railroad earnings tell 
the whole story of business revival. 
‘The interior roads are showing in- 
creases. of-earnings ranging from 5 to 
20 per cent.; and yet the improvement 
is only in its beginnings. Some doubt 
has come over the corn crop in certain 
sections; but the wheat yield may be 
safely calculated at 500,000,000 bushels. 
The movement of iron ore at the West 
is unprecedented in quantity; which 
shows what may be expected from 
the trade that serves as the barometer 
for.all other trades. Interior com- 
mercial buyers, who are flocking to 
this ‘city in unprecedented~ numbers, 
report an encouraged feeling and san- 
guine expectations for the fall trade 
in all sections. City bankers report 
their country correspondents as un- 
usually confident about the prospects 
_Of business and as désirous of making 
large arrangements for accommodation 
for the next six months. The foreign 
exchanges have turned in our favor,’ 
with the expectation, both in London 
and here, that a season of gold imports 
is about to set in which may make an 
important addition to our stock of the 
yellow metal. The Klondyke gold dis- 
coveries cast their shadow before them 
in suggestions of further large addi- 
tions to the world’s stock of gold and 


-| the consequent displacement of the

Shaken confidence during recent 
years.” 


THE LATEST CONTRIBUTION TO FREE- 
SILVER LITERATURE. 

One of the latest contributions—per- 
haps the very latest contribution—to 
the literature of “the free and unlim- 
ited coinage of silver at a ratio of 16 
to 1, without waiting for the consent 
of any other nation,” appears in the 
form of a pamphlet, appropriately in- 
closed in brilliant-red covers, entitled 
“Bimetallism as Social Evolution at 
the Tri-Millenium 1900.” The author 
is J. M. Milne “of Worthington, O., 
U.S.A.,” and he curiously terms his 
treatise “a philosophy of the rock of 
silver and the rock of gold; with the 
truth between this battle of the ele 
ments and hemispheres as electricity 
(nitrogen)”—whatever this jargon may 
mean. Following is a paragraph taken 
at random from this rocky “philoso- 
phy:”’ 

“Yes, railroads will stagnate and rot 
and human beings will stagnate and 
rot. It is a horrible state of affairs to 
contemplate, but it must be faced as 
the result of your Contraction, Apollos. 
Silver inflates, expands and is a dema- 
gogue, and all hydrogen life or liberal 
life in Monopoly are governed by the 
same law of © Nature—heat inflates, 
radiates, expands; gold, as its reverse 
process, merely contracts because it 
represents cold and density. It is win- 
ter now, Apollos, your winter, and you 
‘must not growl. Meantime Silver Paul 
should endeavor to be calm, for it is 
his harvest nearing. As Apollos begins 
to give his cold confidence, Paul be- 
gins to receive more than he gives. 
They are. both out of order, both ready 
‘to fight at the drop of a hat. Yes, 
Chaos and Contraction and gold and 
cold is merely beginning, and the 
golder it becomes the warmer silver 
atoms will become, yes, even to terres- 
trial bodies—as they are compressed.”

| SILVER IN MEXICO. 


Gold has gone to a premium of 145 
in Mexico. In other words, it requires 
$2.45 in Mexican silver dollars to buy 
$1 in gold. An American silver dollar, 
though it contains about. seven or 
eight grains less of silver than the 
‘Mexican dollar, is also .worth in. the 


same as gold. This is because the 
American silver dollar is coined only 
on government account, in limited 
quantities, and is backed up by the 
declared policy and determination of 
the government to mainatin every aol- 
lar coined at a parity with gold. The 
Mexican dollar, on the other hand, 
rests upon its own bullion value, and 
that value fluctuates with the fluctua- 
tions of the silver market. It is un- 
supported by the faith and credit of 
the government. It rests upon the 
same foundation that our silver. dollar 
would rest upon under a system of 
free and unlimited coinage, such as 
the _silvercrat statesmen propose— 
upon the bullion value of the metal 
in the markets of the world. 

The situation of affairs in Mexico is 
a valuable object lesson, showing what 
might have been the result in the 
United States if the Bryanites had 
been successful in the*national elec- 
tion of 1896. But the effect would 
have been tenfold more disastrous 
here, for the reason that our whole 
currency system would have been rev- 
olutionized. Not only our silver money, 
but all our paper money would have 
dropped to the bullion. basis, or io 
about half its present value, while 
gold would have been at a correspond- 
ing premium. In Mexico the changes 
caused by the steady fall in the com- 
mercial value of silver have not been 
so radical, for the reason that gold 
has for years been at a premium there 
of from 70 to 100. 

If silver continues to depreciate, the 
results upon business in Mexico will 
be disastrous. According to the dis- 
patches, the depreciation of the Mexi- 
can dollar is already ruining many 
merchants, who have goods.on hand 
upon which they cannot realize enough 
to save themselves from bankruptcy. 
It is also intimated that Mexico may 
be forced to repudiate her foreign debt, 
but this rumor is probably not based 
upon good authority. The burdens of 


the public debt have been’ greatly in- 


creased by the fall in silver, but it is 
not probable that a nation which has 
met its obligations so honorably in the 
past will fail in the present crisis. 


FREE COINAGE NOT ATTAINABLE. 

Ex-Gov. Boies of Iowa, though for- 
merly an ardent advocate of free and 
unlimited silver coinage at the ratio 
of 16 to 1, has materially changed his 
views on this subject. In a newspaper 
statement, published several weeks 
ago, he gave some cogent reasons for 
his belief that the free-coinage scheme 
is impracticable under existing condi- 
tions. As Mr. Boies was one of the 
prominent candidates before the Chi- 
cago convention for the Demo-Popu- 
list Presidential nomination, his: re- 
nunciation of the free-silver faith nat- 
urally caused something of a sensation 
at the time it was published. 
Further consideration of the subject 
seems to have confirmed the ex-Gov- 
ernor in the views heretofore ex- 
pressed, for he has now ‘come eut 
with another and even more emphatic 
declaration against the free and unlim- 
ited coinage of silver. In addressing 
a large meeting at Marshalltown, Iowa, 


cratic campaign in that State, ex-Gov. 
Boies said: | 
“Under circumstances as they.- now 
exist; with silver demonetized by. the 
great commercial countries’ of. the 
globe; with the frightful chasm that 
separates the commercial values of the 
metals constantly widening, and in the 


tion, I cannot bring my own mind to 
believe that the free coinage of .silver 
at the ratio of 16 to 1 with gold is 
within the reach of its rriends, nor can 
I help the fear that it would ‘not be 
desirable even if attainable.” ~~ 
The ex-Governor further declared it 
to be his belief that if the advocates 
of free and unlimited 16-to-1° coinage 
persist in “an unyielding adherence to. 
that one ratio,” they will permanently 
destroy the cause they would promote, 
and “fasten upon the people of this na- 
tion a perpetual gold standard,” which, 
in his opinion, would be a great 
calamity. 
Opinions will differ radically as re- 
gards the latter proposition. But there 
is not room for very wide differences 
of opinion among thinking men as re: 
gards the practical impossibility’ of 
free and unlimited silver coinage by 
the United States, under conditions as 
they exist today. The wide and widen- 
ing gulf between the bullion values 
of gold and of silver preclude any such 
conclusion, and it will be suicidal folly 


,fer~those who call themselves “the 


“friends of silver’ to persist in the ad- 
vocacy of this moribund issue. It is 
‘a closed question, for some years to 
come, at least. The efforts of Bryan 
and others to galvanize this obsoles- 
cent..question into life will not and 
cannot be successful. The fiat of the 
American people, sustained and justi- 
fied by the course of events, has get- 
tled this question effectually and 
“The oping for some years at least.

Association, the Chamber‘of Commerce 
end the Roard of Trade of Los Ang?- 
les have appointed a joint committee 
to devise means by which this city will 
come into possession of an exposition 
and convention hall and so supply a 
void in the city’s progressive life. 

An exposition hall, properly planned 
and built, will, in addition to its avail- 
ability for convention purposes, afford 
our business men an opportunity to 
advertise their various branches of 
business to the thousands of visitors 
from the country, brought to our city 


by means of cheap rates of transporta- 


tion which can only be secured by an 
exposition as contemplated 

‘The fact that the Milwaukee, Wis., 
Exposition is one of the few left 
of those. organized in the United 
States ahd about the only one without 
any _liabilities,.speaks very highly for 


‘its management and may be considered 


a good object-lesson for Los Angeles. 

Being in the possession of the offi- 
cial data of the Milwaukee InduStrial 
Exposition Association, it is the pur- 
pose of this letter to invite the atten-

The indorsement by the maker of a 
note which is payable to his own ord¢r 
is held, in Ewan v. Brooks-Waterfield 
Co. (Ohio) 35 L. R. A. 786, not to be an 
indorser in the legal sense of the term, 
but only a maker, and the note is held 
to be in legal effect payable to the 
holder or bearer. In such a case an 
indorsement in blank by another party 
before the note is deliveed is held to 
make the latter a prima facie surety 
of the maker.

The reversal of a judgment on a 
verdict for excessive damages is held, 
j{n Smith v. Times Pub. Company (Pa.) 
35 L. R. A. 819, to be properly author 
ized by statute, and not to infringe 
the constitutional right of trial by 
jury. 


The right of an attachment creditor 
to have a prior attachment set aside

A NOVEL SCHEME. | 


LAND OF SUNSHINE LITERATURE 
FOR THE KLONDYKE, 
Los Angeles Business Men Will Do 
Some Advertising in Alaska. 


An Old Prospector Says the Plan 
is a Good One. 


The business men of Los Angeles are | 


taking an unusual interest in Klon- 
dyke and the Yukon Valley in Alaska 
just now. They are planning not to 
send men to the Klondyke but to urge 
those who go there and “‘strike it rich” 
to thoroughly consider Southern Cali- 
fornia, and particularly Los Angeles, 
before they decide upon the place 
where they will build their future 
homes and otherwise invest the money 
they wrest from the trozen north. - 

To do this the following plan was 
suggested to the Chamber of Com- 
merce and by the members of that 
body referred to a special commit- 
tee who, having considered the plan 
are understood as favoring it. Upon 
every ship that leaves for Dyea or 
other Alaskan points, will be sent pam- 
phlets, magazines and newspapers set- 
ting forth the advantages of Southern 
California and Los Angeles. These 
books and papers will be sent in care 
of the trading posts in the Yukon and 
other valleys for free distribution 
among the miners. It is believed that 
not only will they be most welcome 
to the miners practically cut off from 
civilization, but during the long dreary 
winter days those who have ‘made 
their pile,’ and want to get back to 
this country again to enjoy it, will 
have impressed upon their minds by 
contrast, if by nothing else, the ad- 
vantages of the ‘‘Land of Sunshine” 
as a place for future residence. 


Learning that Col. Creighton, who 
has a desk in Edward D. Silent’s of- 
fice at N@. 212 West Second street, 


was an Alaskan traveler of wide ex- 
perience, a Times reporter called on, 
him and asked for some facts regard- 
ing the Bendy 8 and also as to what 
he thought of the feasibility of the 
plan of the business men to advertise 
Los Angeles. 
“T have been in Alaska for the 
greater part of six years,” ‘said the 
colonel, “and have been in almost 
every accessable part of that vast ter- 
ritory. One of the. four’ winters I 
spent in’ Alaska I camped at the mouth 
of Forty-mile Creek.on the Yukon, 
near Klondyke. I cannot give facts 
and proofs for my convictions in a 
short interview, but I think Alaska 
will be a State in the-Wnion inside of 
three years.

“Would it be worth while to send 
literature to the variuos posts along 
the Yukon for distribution among the 
miners?’ 

“By all means. There is a great 
searcity of reading matter in all the 
mining camps, and everything is read 
and re-read during the ‘long winter 
days and nights. -It does one’s soul 
good to see even a picture of an orange 
or walnut grove at such times. Many 
men will have the beauties and ad- 
vantages of Southern California in- 
delibly impressed on their minds by 
this means, and when they come out, 
with their pockets full of nuggets, 
will be prospecting for some congen- 
ial clime in which to make their future 
home, Yes, send all the literature you 
can, and don’t forget magazines and 
papers. When men heard of my ar- 
rival three years ago they came fifty 
miles to get a newspaper. 

“Would I advise men to go to 
Alaska? I don’t advise anything. 
Men that are made of the right kind. 
of stuff don’t need advice. There are 
hardships ahead, and I do not en- 
courage any one to rush into them. 
I am going back next week if I can 
get off. My route will be by Dyea, 
the Chilecoot Pass and down the Yukon 
to Dawson City. I expect to make 
the trip in thirty days, with a ton 
of provisions to the man.’ 

Col. Creighton is an old soldier, and 
knows what hardships are. He insists 
that Alaska is much misunderstooa 
and misrepresented as a country. He 
knows of the mineral wealth existing 
there, and when he returns will prob- 
ably go to mining, but-in just what 
part of Alaska he would not say.

When Bamberger exchanged $200 for a deed 
to Filkins’s property. he gave the latter a 
contract, binding himself to deliver up the 
deed at any time within sixty days upon pay- 
ment of the $200 with interest. The sixty- 
days’ limit has twice been extended, makin 
180 days , and Mr. Bamberger stil 
holds the deed, while Filkins has been coin-

SAN BERNARDINOCOUNTY 


HORTICULTURAL COMMISSION AC- 
TIVELY AT WORK. 


Black Scale Too Old to Succumb to 
the Heat—Public Library Pros- 
pérous—Athletic Apparatus Or- 
dered—Pasadenans Go A-fishing. 
Return of Campers—Brevities. 


SAN BERNARDINO, Aug. 20.—[Regular 
Correspondence.] The, Horticultural Com- 
missioners are commencing a crusade on the 
fruit pests that will doubtless prove effica- 
cious. They have ordered thirty new tents, 
repaired the old, and now have 120, of which 
the smallest size is 12% feet in diameter, 15 
feet high in the center and 14 at the sides, 
made of 6%-ounce drilling, witha half-inch 
gas-pipe around the edge to hold it in place 
and assist in throwing it over the tree. These 
tents are wished with a preparation of cactus 
juice, glue, mineral paint and water, 
make them impervious to the escape of gas. 
They cost, when prepared for business, about 
$15 each. When thrown over a-tree a vessél 
is pushed under containing a quantity of 
cyanide and acid, which is allowed to re- 
main forty minutes. Four men handle thirty 
tents, and can work about three acres of 
orange trees in a night—for the work is all 
done in the night. The commission expects 
to use a ton of cyanide a week when the 
four sets of tents are all working, at a cost 
of $610 per ton, the acid costing about $50 
per ton, coming in 1600-pound tanks. Three 
sets of men will be put to work next week, 
and kept in the orchards of Ontario till the 
close of the season, while the other set will 
work south of the railroad track and in 
aane this fall. Hot weather has been 
considered a killér on black scale, but this 
comes rather late, it is thought, and will not 
prove effective as though earlier in the 
season, en the scale are tender, 

PUBLIC LIBRARY. 

At the annual meeting of the trustees of 
the Public Library Miss Carrie Waters was 
appointed librarian in place of Miss Lawson, 
resigned. The secretary in his report stated 
the expenses for the past year were $1274.41. 
The total receipts were $1574.41, but the com- 
ing year, with a larger tax levy, this will 
amount to over $2000. The number of per- 
sons who have taken books has increased 
from 1839 a year ago to 4011 at present.

City Lighting Considered—Mountain

SAN DIBGO, Aug. 20.—([Regular Corre- 
spondence.}] At the next regular meeting of 
the Board of Supervisors the estimates of 
County Auditor Shaffer for the county's ex- 
penses for the fiscal year 1597-1898 will be 
acted upon, and the board will then deter- 
mine what the tax rate shall be. The amounts 
needed are about as follows: Contingent fund, 
$63,930.91; salary, $42,507; hospital, $25,575; 
bond, $28,270; school, $50,862, making a total 
of $211,145.65. These, together with the road 
tax, estimated at 40 cents, which will raise 
about $45,000, and the State tax of 55 cents, 
will make the county rate about $2. 

‘Somé of the minor expenses to be provided 
for are: Immigration fund, $2000; horticul- 
tural commissioners, $1540; fitting-up Audi- 
tor’s office, $1000; Board of Education, $2500. 

CITY LIGHTS. 

The Electric Light Committee of the City 
Council met last night and recommended that 
the Council advertise for bids for lighting the 
city for the year commencing next April, the 
bids to be opened October 18.: The: object of 
asking for bids at so early a date is to give 
outside parties an opportunity to come.
